Ferris Terry is one of the largest farm- 


ers of Cole-heater; his broad acreB cover 
some of the finest flats on the east 
branch of the Delaware. 
Mr. Terry is 


withal a very intelligent farmer, too. 
He came to Walton fair laat week and 
related this little sfcory : 


"Two years ago, before the McKinley 


bill went into effect," said Mr. Terry, 
"I Bold my wool to u merchant with 
whom I trv.de a great deal; I got 32 cents 
a pound. I bought a suit of clothes for 
which I paid him $12.60, and it was a 
very good serviceable suit. This year, 
under tho beneficent working of the 
McKinley bill, it what ita friends Buy is 
true, I should have gotten more for wool 
and paid leoe for my clothes; but lo 1 
this year I took my wool to the same 
merchant and was filail to get 28 cenlB 
for it, and again I bought a suit of 
clothes of the same quality as before, for 
wbloh 1 paid $14. The difference in the 
price of my wool between this year and 
two years aco wae $9 less, and the price 
of my clothes f 1.60 more for the same 
salt. Now, v.'bst I want to know is, how 
aud where am I protected?"—Walton 
(Delaware county) Reporter, 


The foregoing has been making the 


ronnds of the Democratic !*«•> trade 
Anglo-maniac newspapers and the Ex- 
positor In last night's iasan wheeled into 
line and re published -it.

INFEtUOll 0001)8 DHIVBN OUT. 


"Tho tariff has done mom than this; 


it has driven out goods of inferior quality 
and supplied better articloa in their place 
at lower prices." 
These statements were corroborated 


by Arthur Diuitelspiel, manager lor The 
Kutner-Ooldetein Company. 


Mr. Dinkelspiel eaid: "I had a con- 


versation a few days ago in 6au Fran- 
cisco with an extensive importer of One 
French drees goods. He told me that 
he had voted the Kepublican ticket all 
hia life, but the McKinley tariff had 
ruined his business and he would there- 
fore be obliged to vote the Democralic 
ticket iu self defense. 


"Another importer said that the Mc-

boen a Democrat dyed iu the wool aud a 
yard and a half wide. He is one of the 
imat uxpufLs aud huyerti of dress goods 
in central California, and his opinion 
therefore possesses groat weight. He 
said: 


"When the McKinley bill came before

actly the reverse, and I can now truth- 
fully any, and say it with pleasure, that 
the Me Kin ley tariff haa been the best bit 
of legislation that has ever been jmeRod 
for tho benefit of the people of the 
United Btutos. It haa bcuentod tbo 
imiBBQfl as well as the merchants. 


OOODK AltlC CHKArieit. 


"Under the beneficent workings ol the 


McKiniey tariff tho retail prices of all 
domestic goods have decreased and the 
quality has improved, thus affording a 
double advantage to coneumerB.

and are selling thernj;cheaper. 


"Cotton thread, upon .which, by the 


tariff of 1883, there was iiopoaad a duty of 
from 15 to 25 cents a {$ua<), and which 
now has to pay a duty ^f from 18 to 28 
cents is no higher thaii-it was before. 
The moat popular brand of these goods 
is manufactured by Coats A Clark in 
Paisley, uearQUsgow, and also in Amer- 
ica. 


"Imported French dress goods are not 


higher, so that the consumer does not 
pay the tariff. The.foreign manufacturer 
taket* it off his price. The American re- 
tailer would pay only a certain prica for 
it; tbe jobber would have to meet the 
retailer, and the manufacturer would 
have to meet the jobber." 


RANKKR AND MltllCHANT. 


Louis Einstein, president of the Bank 


of Central California, and member of the 
dry goods, cbthing, carpet, boot and 
shoe, hardware, n^ricultural implement, 
etc., firm df Louis Einsfoin & Co., said:
